At one time or another we have all uttered some- 
thing to the effect of III call you or III drop by next time I'm 
in town only to see years pass by without following up on 
the promise. As we grow from youth to adulthood, then 
adulthood into our senior years, people pass in and out 
of our lives with dizzying regularity.

The tissues were indeed needed as actors Todd 
Yates Gosselin, playing the part of Albom, and John Mc- 
Fadden, in the part of Morrie, brought many in the audi- 
ence to tears with their touching performances. In his role 
as Morrie, John McFadden gave a beautifully memorable 
performance that showed a man who was full of life as he 
faced his death while Gosselin's portrayal of Mr. Albom 
was fused with a balanced palette of emotion, humor and 
fraility. 

The play recounts the friendship that began 
between a student and one of his favorite instructors 
sixteen years after the former had graduated and gone 
onto a successful writing career. Stunted in his attempts 
at becoming a successful musician, Albom is also stunted 
emotionally following the death of a favorite uncle. 

Fearing that he will suffer a similar, early fate, 
the young man becomes a success-driven writer, always 
striving for more recognition, more money and more 
fame while not letting things such as a personal life get in 
his way. After seeing a piece about his former professor's 
battle with ALS on television, the young man begins to 
visit his former teacher and begins to learn many of the 
lessons that are not taught within the hallowed halls of 
academia. 

It is through the subsequent visits that the older 
man teaches the younger man: "So many people walk 
around with a meaningless life. They seem half asleep, 
even when they are busy doing things they think are im-

man Richard D. Nunes handily retained his three-year 
seat on the board, defeating his closest competitor — 
write-in candidate and former Selectman Gary Laboa — 
by a nearly two-to-one margin. Mr. Nunes garnered 642 
votes to Mr. Laboa's 385 write-in votes in the April 9 An- 
nual Town Election. Thomas Skrutski, whose name still 
appeared on the ballot even though he officially withdrew 
to support Mr. Laboa, received 47 votes. 

'Tm happy with the results," Mr. Nunes said at 
the polls, surrounded by his family. He agreed that Mr. 
Laboa's late entry into the race and Mr. Skrutski's subse- 
quent last-minute withdrawal may have confused many 
voters, but he was quick to credit his win with all the 
door-to-door campaigning he did right up until Election 
Day. 

"It's over, now I have to go pick up my signs," 
Mr. Nunes said as he left the polls. 

"It was a big margin," Mr. Laboa admitted out- 
side the polls after learning the results. "It's tough to win 
a write-in campaign ... but Fm pleased with the number of 
votes we did receive." 

Mr. Laboa said heTl be considering options for 
another run next year. 

It seems the contested and write-in races inspired 
many Rochester voters to head to the polls on Wednes- 
day, April 9. A total of 1,106 ballots were cast of the 3,377 
registered voters in town — or about 30 percent.

newcomer Tim Scholz narrowly defeated fellow write-in 
candidate Michelle Cusolito for one of two open seats on 
the Rochester Memorial School Committee. Mr. Scholz 
received 274 write-in votes while Ms. Cusolito garnered 
263. Mr. Scholz will join Donna Laliberte, who received 
614 votes, on the local School Committee. 

"Fve been doing this for 24 years and Fve never 
seen write-in (campaigns) like this/' Town Clerk Naida 
Parker said after announcing the results. "This is cer- 
tainly a first and it's unprecedented. But everyone did a 
good job in getting people out to vote. There are no losers 
here." 

Former Selectman Antonio A. Sol and newcomer 
Russell Litchfield were both handily beaten by first-time 
candidate Glenn Lawrence for an open two-year seat on 
the Board of Health. Mr. Lawrence received 760 votes to 
Mr. Litchfield's 143 and Mr. SoFs 123. 

'T was trounced ... he beat me three-to-one/' Mr. 
Sol said of Mr. Lawrence after learning the results. 'T tried 
to tell the truth, but I guess people didn't want to hear the 
truth." 

Phoebe Butler and Bunny Mogilnicki will both 
fill two three-year seats on the Library Board of Trustees, 
garnering 486 and 456 votes respectively. The duo beat 
out Donna Laliberte (332 votes) and Linda Medeiros (374 
votes) for the two open positions.

cated members of her Communications Department staff, 
Rochester Chief Dispatcher Tracy Eldridge once again 
held her Third Annual Dispatcher Appreciation Night on 
Monday, April 14 at the Rochester Police Station. Coincid- 
ing with "National Telecommunicator Week,'' the event 
featured dinner, a magic show, and awards and well- 
deserved accolades for the town's civilian dispatchers. 

'Tt is my opportunity to thank the dispatchers 
of the Rochester Communications Center for selflessly 
answering the call of duty everyday and for being the first 
link in the public safety chain of survival," Ms. Eldridge 
said by way of introduction. 'T have worked in other 
dispatch centers and through my involvement with many 
dispatch organizations, I have come to learn that the 
dispatchers of the Rochester Communications Center are 
amazing. This department truly works together when the 
squid hits the sand!" 

Citing some key examples of their superior work 
over the past year, Ms. Eldridge noted how Dispatcher 
Jon Weedall was paramount in the apprehension of a 
suspect who committed an armed robbery in Fairhaven in 
June of 2007. That same month, Ms. Eldridge was honored 
to be the recipient of the 2007 Jeff Grossman Public Safety 
Telecommunicator of the Year Award which allowed her 
to go to the National Telecommunicator Conference in 
Baltimore, MD with all expenses paid. "This was truly an 
honor and a learning experience that I will never forget," 
she said.

In September 2007 Dispatchers Patricia Kniglit 
and Debra Morrell were commended by the Massachu- 
setts State Police Parole Board for assisting parole officers 
in apprehending a suspect wanted for violating his parole 
and beating up his girlfriend. 

More recently, in February 2008, Dispatcher 
Samantha Gomes was instrumental in intercepting a 911 
call from a Rochester resident who encountered one of 
three suspects at large in the tri-town area after commit- 
ting a robbery in Fairhaven and stealing a motor vehicle. 
"(Ms.) Gomes took a 911 call from a resident who asked in 
a quiet voice, 'are you looking for someone?''' Ms. El- 
dridge said. "While Dispatcher Gomes could have easily 
dismissed his question as a non-emergency call, she did 
not. Dispatcher Gomes' quick thinking led to the appre- 
hension of one of the males that had been breaking into 
houses for 24 hours looking for shelter, food and clothes." 

Ms. Eldridge also presented the "Outstanding 
Call of the Year" Award to Dispatcher Tracie Lord, both 
for her superb work in handling the brunt of the calls 
coming into the Communications Center during the rag- 
ing SEMASS fire in March 2007 and for not getting her 
due credit in the press after the fact. 

"Several articles that appeared in the papers over 
the last year gave credit to me as being the dispatcher 
that was on duty while the SEMASS fire played out," Ms. 
Eldridge corrected, noting she was actually with the Fire 
Department on the scene. "Every article that surfaced, 
Tracie knows I would call her and say I'm sorry. I don't 
know how this happened. Maybe it's because we have the 
same name." 

Ms. Eldridge noted that Ms. Lord performed 
flawlessly during this high stress situation and "fielded 
hundreds of calls that night" from "over 40 state and local 
agencies responding to mutual aid."

After denying a series of requested water/ sewer 
bill abatements, the board also unanimously voted to ap- 
point Christina Bascom to the Marion Parks Committee 
and approved a recommendation from Town Accountant 
Judith Mooney to adopt the new standard IRS mileage 
reimbursement rate of 50.5 cents per mile for the 2008 
calendar year. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Dawson first noted a request from Planning Board Chair- 
man Joseph Napoli to hold a Special Town Meeting 
within the upcoming May 19 Annual Town Meeting. The 
purpose of this Special Town Meeting would be to con- 
sider two additional amendments to establish a Neighbor- 
hood Overlay District (NOD). Public Hearings on these 
proposed amendments are scheduled to open on Monday, 
May 5 at 7:30 pm. 

'It's been our practice to not consider any money 
articles after 10:00 pm,'' Mr. Dawson said. "But it might 
behoove us to open the Special Town Meeting (first) and 
then get through those articles." 

"The urgency is just to establish this Overlay 
District as outlined in the map," Mr. Napoli said. "It 
encompasses from The Wave Restaurant down Spring 
Street over to the Getty Gas Station and extends over to 
the L'Auberge property." 

"This comes out of the 1996 Growth Management 
Report which was about creating NODs," said Planning

Board member Tom Magauran. "What it effectively does 
is it gives us the flexibility ... to create Residence E proper- 
ties, which would allow a greater density and mixed use 
(within the area). Could it wait until the fall? Yes, it could. 
But we prefer not to miss this opportunity.'' 

"Fd like to see this done at the beginning of the 
first night of Town Meeting," Chairman Blanchette said. 
"I think that's when weTl have the greatest number of 
people present ... if we wait until the end, we're likely not 
to have a quorum." 

"The warrant for the Annual Town Meeting is 
closed and has been posted," Mr. Dawson said. "There's 
no problem preparing a Special Town Meeting warrant, 
but the window of opportunity is getting smaller. It can 
be done, but I do want to point out that the Town Moder- 
ator recommended against doing the Special Town Meet- 
ing immediately after opening the Annual Town Meeting. 
He recommended we hold the Special Town Meeting (at 
the end)." 

"On the one hand I really applaud what I see as 
a pro-business move being proposed here," Selectman 
Henry said. "But I'd prefer we convene a Special Town 
Meeting for this purpose on Tuesday, May 20." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to ap- 
prove holding the Special Town Meeting as such. 

Mr. Dawson next noted that having recently 
changed the locks at the Marion Town House, he has been 
inundated with requests for keys to access the building.

"It makes sense to issue keys to the chairmen of various 
committees and also have a key available at the Marion 
Police Station which other boards and committees (that 
don't meet on a regular basis) can sign out as needed/' he 
said. "It's been the practice in the past that every member 
of every committee gets a key/' 

"As far as I know, only the chairman of the com- 
mittee has been given a key," Chairman Blanchette said. 
"I think that makes the best sense." 

"While I respect what you say, I don't think that's 
been the case," Mr. Dawson said. "Clearly people other 
than the chairmen have had keys ... and I think it makes 
sense to limit the number of keys out there."

final report from Camp, Dresser and McKee (CDM) on 
the town's wastewater treatment plant capacity. "The 
report is extemely technical which goes into considerable 
detail on plant capacity and infiltration and inflow/' Mr. 
Dawson said. "The bottom line is it does gives us a capac- 
ity number for the plant, but the caveat is weTl need to 
address other things." 

As such, Mr. Dawson suggested scheduling a 
meeting with representatives from CDM to fully explain 
the details within the report. The meeting will likely be 
held on either Tuesday, April 22 or Tuesday, April 29. 

"I agree ... (but) I think there are potential prob- 
lems in getting us to achieve those numbers," Chairman 
Blanchette said. "The report would suggest that there is 
capacity for additional (sewer) hookups, but those num- 
bers aren't quite true." 

Mr. Dawson said copies of the final report will be 
available to review at his office. 

"Just a word of caution to those who might read 
it: they need to fully understand it," Mr. Dawson said. "It 
talks at great length about our needs to increase the limits 
of our discharge permit. It is a very technical document, 
but it is also a public record." 

In other matters, the board: 

• Accepted a letter of resignation from Peter 
Perkins who is stepping down as longtime Plumbing 
and Gas Inspector with the town, with regret. "He was 
authoratative, fair and he is a great guy," noted Selectman

Randall Kunz to discuss placement of a zoning by-law 
amendment article on the Annual Town Meeting warrant. 
"There is some concern in areas of town that do not have 
water/' Mr. Kunz said. 'Tn those cases, we are asking that 
... the guidelines for the state's Department of Environ- 
mental Protection (DEP) be followed. The DEP made a 
determination about two to three years ago in anticipation 
of the project at the end of Snipatuit Road.'' 

According to Mr. Kunz, the Planning Board- 
sponsored article would propose that if a project is not 
on public water already, they will be required to install 
a public water supply as dictated by the Massachusetts 
DEP. "The CMR requires that the land mass involved in 
the project contain all of the areas for the subject wells," 
Mr. Kunz said. 

On a related matter. Planning Board Chairman 
Arnold Johnson updated the board on the status of a large 
parcel of land located off Route 105 near the Marion town 
line which was formerly an airport. 

"There's been some talk about possibly preserv- 
ing that site for the town," Mr. Johnson said. "I mentioned 
to you that a gentleman called me and he's big into soccer 
leagues and he approached me about a year ago looking 
to either purchase or lease 10 to 20 acres of land for soccer 
fields (in Rochester). This property, which is under Chap- 
ter 61 A and the town would have the right of first refusal 
on it, is bigger than 20 acres but there might be a way to 
fund a partial bond payment on it." 

"One of the issues coming up is that Plumb 
Corner may eventually be developed and the (Rochester) 
Country Fair has its site over there," Chairman Nunes 
said. "If that is developed, where would we have the 
Country Fair? We do have some property on Pine Street, 
but there's a possibility that might be taken up, too. We 
have this prime piece of property off Route 105 — I think

there's 60 acres, about 30 of which in the back which is 
wet. I think it's something the town should be looking at 
prior to a formal sale. I just think we need to be working 
towards that."

ORCTV, Comcast Sign Agreement 
By Kim Miot 

ORCTV and Comcast have signed an agreement 
to house Marion and Mattapoisett's INET hubs at OR- 
CTV's new facility. The agreement also details the plans 
to connect the facility — The Captain Hadley House — to 
the system, "lighting up'' the tri-town's educational chan- 
nel 18 and constructing Rochester's government access 
channel. 

It has taken several months to work out the 
language in the agreement. ORCTV wanted to be sure the 
tri-towns were protected in the document and that all ele- 
ments were in place to fulfill each town's complete access 
channel lineup. On March 26, 2008 all parties agreed to 
the final parameters and the clock started on the build out 
specifications. 

In the document, Comcast has scoped a 14-16 
week time frame on the work to be completed, estimated 
to be around the end of June 2008. ORCTV is excited to be 
moving ahead with the plans. 

ORCTV moved into the Captain Hadley House 
in August 2007. They have been working on the facility 
to develop it into a functioning community access televi- 
sion station that serves Marion, Mattapoisett and Roch- 
ester. They completed the studio and edit bays in the fall 
of 2007. They are now working on the control room and 
playback systems. Once Comcast connects the facility to 
the INET system, ORCTV will operate all community ac- 
cess channels from this building. This includes the public 
channel 9 for all three towns, the educational channel 18 
for all three towns, and each town's separate government 
channel (Mattapoisett will still run its own government 
channel). 

ORCTV will still be able to go live with govern- 
ment meetings in Marion and Mattapoisett as well as

from ORR High School. Rochester does not have an INET 
system and will not be able to go live but will still have 
government meetings taped and replayed on their chan- 
nel. 

The education channel is another exciting aspect 
that will be completed as part of this agreement. Channel 
18 has been "dark" all this time. Educational program- 
ming has been playing on channel 9 until the educational 
channel goes online. ORCTV formed an Educational Task 
Force that includes representatives from each school as 
well as ORCTV and the teachers from ORR High School 
that ORCTV funds through a grant. The Task Force has 
been reaching out to all schools and teachers by providing 
training and equipment so they can produce program-

However, you will need to submit 
an application soon because after June 30, 2008, these 
licenses will take effect and any work done in these fields 
will require a CSL.

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Deadly Dull

Prom Night, Starring Brittany Snow and Johnathon 
Schaech. Directed by Nelson McCormick. Running time: 
88 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Just last month we had Funny Games, Michael Haneke's shot-for-shot 
remake of his own 1997 Austrian thriller. Aside from the cast and a few tiny 
details, the remake duplicated the original film exactly. On the other end of 
the spectrum, we now nave Prom Night, one of a growing number of RINOs. 
Those aren't Republicans In Name Only (a phrase belonging to political 
chat, sometimes used to disparage John McCain); they're Remakes In Name 
Only. RINOs seem especially prevalent in horror — the recent direct-to-DVD 
"remake" Day of the Dead is one such specimen. Aside from the milieu and a 
very basic similarity in premise — psycho on the loose during the prom — 
Prom Night bears no resemblance to the 1980 Jamie Lee Curtis slasher flick; 
it simply shares a title. 

Not that Prom Night '80 was a stunning example of the craft, worthy of 
slavish emulation; nor is it a sacrosanct classic for which the very idea of a 
remake is blasphemy. Often, fanboys offended by an unsolicited remake of 
an adored film will say "Why don't they remake a bad movie?" Well, they 
have remade a bad movie, and the result is a worse movie. This Prom Night 
offers Brittany Snow as Donna, the object of a homicidal science teacher's 
fixation. This teacher (Johnathon Schaech) invaded Donna's home three years 
ago and murdered her entire family. He was caught and put away for life, 
but now he has escaped, and two cops (Idris Elba and James Ransone, both 
late of The Wire) realize he's making a beeline for Donna at that very special 
night of a high-school girl's life, being held at a fancy hotel ballroom. 

Brittany Snow is amiable enough, and was entertaining in Hairspray, 
but Jamie Lee Curtis' slyly self-amused work in the original Prom Night isn't 
threatened by Snow's whitebread hysteria; the scar on Snow's forehead 
(couldn't that have been written into the script as the result of Donna's 
previous run-in with the teacher?) has more personality than she does. In 
the original, someone was picking off everyone else hut Curtis; here it's all 
about Donna, and everyone else is just psycho fodder. The implausibilities 
pile up, but they might be easily ignorable if first-time feature director Nel- 
son McCormick (currently working on a remake of The Stepfather — shoot 
me now) had any aptitude for suspense. As it is, to provide a cheap jump 



every few scenes. Donna is constantly being startled by things — her aunt, 
her boyfriend, and even, on one occasion, a lampshade. Ah, yes, that quiet 
killer the lampshade. This movie truly performs a public service. 

Prom Night '80 was full of red herrings and dumb twists, but at least 
there were twists. Not so with Prom Night '08, which simply follows the killer 
through his paces; he's unstoppable, but he's not an evil genius — he just 
seems to sap the IQ of everyone who crosses his path. This hotel must employ 
the dumbest maids and bellhops in hotel history. Admittedly I haven't been 
to a prom in *coughcough* years, but I don't remember them looking like 
the red carpet on Oscar night, with underclassmen behind the ropes like 
screaming fans when the seniors stroll into the dance. In 1980 we had disco 
for Jamie Lee to boogie to; in 2008 we have Timbaland and Britney Spears 
for the kids to fail to dance to. I don't honestly know which is worse — it's 
rotten apples and rotten oranges. 

Prom Night: '08 Megamix kept me amused with the following: the casting 
of Blair Witch veteran Joshua Leonard (who's been working steadily all these 
years, not that you probably noticed) as The Moronic Bellhop; the casting of 
James Ransone, whom I vividly remember graphically pleasuring himself 
and then killing his grandparents in Ken Park, as a detective — yes, a police 
detective; Mary Mara as a lesbian gym teacher (all female gym teachers 
in movies are lesbians); and the climax's shameless steal from the Lecter- 
evades-SWAT-team sequence in The Silence of the Lambs, right down to the 
corpse springing down from the ceiling. I guess it's true; this killer makes 
everyone around him stupid, including SWAT guys and possibly the teen 
audience who made this a #1 hit to the tune of $22 million.

Rochester Rower Competes 

Mary-Patrice Ruocco, a Rochester resident, will 
be part of the first U.S. Woman's team to compete in the 
World Pilot Gig Championship held the first weekend 
in May at the Isles of Scilly, UK. The annual competition 
draws rowers from the UK, Holland, France and as far 
away as Australia.
